FAMOUS STATESMAN, DEAD 8 YEARS, 
STILL INTERESTED IN POLITICS 


Special Cable. 
ONDON, January 27.—It must be un- 
es commonly interesting for .@ dead 
statesman, who from the other world 
is able to read the minds of living ones, 


/ to watch the couse of political events 


here on earth. This is what the late 
Lord Carlingfotd is doing if we may be- 
lieve the letters to mankind which a fe- 
male cousin of his declares that she and a 
professtonal medium have written from 
time to time at his dictation. As American 
readers may have heard some of these 
letters have just appeared here in “Broad 
Views,”” a monthly publication, devoted 
to ghosts and occultism, and owing to 
the eminence of their reputed author the 
attention which the documents have at- 
tracted is not confined to those who Dbe- 
lieve that the deaaé can communicate with 
the living. 

It may be recalled that Lord Carling- 
ford, who quitted this mundane sphere 
8 years ago, was an associate of Glad- 
stone's and a big figure generally in the 
political world. As Chichester Fortescue, 
he was chief secretary for Ireland in the 
administration which Gladstone formed 
in 1868: he was raised to the peerage 
in recognition of his services in that of- 
fice, and was made a cabinet minister in 
the Gladstonian government of 1880. And 
A. P. Sinnett, who edits “Broad Views,” 
tells me there is not the slightest doubt 
that the deceased statesman inspired the 
remarkable letters which he has just pub- 
lished.

And most people will be interested in 
hearing that what he has seen in a bet- 
ter world has made Lord Carlingford a 
believer in the strenuous life. 

“{t seems to me,” he says, “where 
I now am, ‘that the highest and best 
spirits are not those who have held 
pleasant places on earth; they are those 
who have passed through the fire: who 
have fought the battle of life, and over- 
come the obstacles in their path. Fo- 
those, you love do not pray for easy 
lives. 

‘“‘Here stands before us the result of 
selfish belief in empty religious forms 
and ceremonies; mumbled prayers with- 
out ngble deeds; wasted Iives of human 
beings immured in convents and monas- 
teries, while the golden days of a God- 
given earth-life in which an active part 
was intended for them are lost. I see 
stretched out before me such a vast field 
for labor and man’s enlightenment. I see 
surety, In the far distance, the establish- 
ed brotherhood of man; but today I see 
that it is the mistaken forms of the wor- 
ship of God which is the awful barrter 
betageen mankind.”’

“IT also realize that this spirit-worid 
is actually In the midst of the matertal 
one. That, &% spirit and mortals go. 
they. so to speak, rub shoukiers. 

“That I retain my actual persona'ity 
as when on earth, but em surprise] 
and delighted to find a wider and unre- 
stricted grasp and unerstanding of things. 
I feel as if hitherto I saw as throne 
a giass darkly, now all things are made 
clearer and puzzle me no more.”

N It is estimated that of New York's 

575,000 children—a number which 
does not include the swarming popula- 
tion of infants—1!4,000 boys and girls be- 
tween the ages of 2 and !6 aredn the 
city’s hands as destitutes, as improperly 
guardianed, or as criminals, petty or 
great. In other words, more than 2% per 
cent of the next generation of New York- 
ers are today in the shelter of asylums, 
reformatories and charitable substitutes 
for homes In general,

treatment regardless of their Individual 
characteristics.

From homes such as these the transi- 
tion to the street is so easy as to be 
scarcely perceptible. In some cases the 
lad is actually driven out, and in many 
he has no apparent reluctance about 
going. The parents of one little fellow 
now in the asylum, preferring whiskey 
to work, began by sending him out to 
beg for food they were unwilling to 
earn. Begging for money followed nat- 
urally. Then Jimmy, realizing that he 
was the real support of the household, 
like 
it, spending the proceeds of his indus- 
try for himself. When the home broke 
up entirely, as it eventually did, of 
course, the household goods that had 
represented the comforts: of: life for 
three persons were sold at public ‘auc- 
tion for sixty-nine cents, and the bDoy 
vas reluctantly compelled to learn how 
to earn dan honest living in the indus- 
trial shops of the Juvenile Asylum. 

There is no greater contrast. between 
the wretched hovel with its. sixty-nine 
cents worth of furnishings and the tidy 
little. roomy of Philip’s mother than be- 
tween the boys that represent the two 
homes in the institution at Dobbs Ferry. 
The philanthropist, the criminologist, 
the intelligent reformer have come _ to 
realize the full meaning of,this, and the 
youngster guilty of no greater crime] 
than improper guardianship is no 
longer treated as if he were an incor- 
rigibla rufflan, predestined to_ state's 
prison. 

The old-fashioned barracks that 
served as institutional donsitories a few 
years ago have made way for attrac- 
tive, homelike cottages. Broad lawns 
and blue skies, fresh air, pure food and 
heathful exercise are depended on as 
a subtle, permanent tonic . for minds 
and bodies that have grown unwhole- 
some in the potsonous atmosphere of 
the brick and mortar wilderness. The 
New York Juvenile Asylum, one of the 
cldest and most far-reaching  philan- 
thropies in the country, hag succeeded 
in shaking off the dust of the city, but 
only the most necessary buildings have 
yet been erected. The completion of its 
hildren’s Village is still far off in the 
future; it wil] take slow and patient 
work, but it has shown itself so im- 
portant to the great city twenty miles 
down the Hudson, and, indeed, to the 
vast country of which the metropolis 
is the chief gateway, that it its hoped 
its possbbilities may be expanded fast 
enough to keep pace, in some degree, 
with the grave problems it does_ so 
much to solve.

On 
maid’ the train I met a Japanese gentleman 


who could speak English. 

He was kind enough to find me a ’riki- 
sha with a pusher and to instruct them to 
take me at once to Uveno park. He then 
left me and the ‘rikisha men followed his 
instructions to the letter. They had not 
proceeded far when I discovered that 
Admiral Togo and arrived on the same 
train and that a long jrrocession had 
formed to conduct him to the park. He- 
fore I knew it, I was whisked past an 
escort of distinguished citizens who, clad 
in Prince Alberts and silk hats, followed 
the carriages, and then I found my 'rik'- 
sha drawn into an open space between 
two carriages. Grabbing the 'rikisha man 
in front of me, I told him by word and 
gesture to get out of the line of the pro- 
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cession. He could not understand Eng- 
lish, and evidently thinking that I wanted 
to get nearer the front, he ran past a few 
carriages and then dropped into another 
opening. Again I got him out of line, em- 
ploying more emphasis than before, only 
to be carried still nearer the front. After 


repeated changes of position, all the time 
employing such sign language as I could 
command, and attempting to convey by 
different tones of voice suggestions that 
I could not translate into language, I at 
last reached the head of the procession. 
And the ‘rikisha men, as if satisfied with 
the success of their efforts, _ paused to 
await the starting of the line. I tried to 
inform them that I was not a part of 
the procession; that I wanted to get on 
another sfree®; that fey should Take me 
to the park bv some other rou™, @nd do 
so at once. They at last comprehended 
sufficiently to leave the carriages and 
take up a rapid gait, but get off of the 
street they would not. For three miles 
they drew me between two rows of ex- 
pectant people, whose eyes peered down 
the street to catch a glimpse of the great 
admiral, who, as the commander of the 
Japanese navy, has won such signal vic- 
tories over the Russians, 
More People Than Bryan Ever Saw. 
I saw .a million people; they repre- 
sented every class, age and condition. 
I saw more people than I ever saw 
before in a single day. Old men and 
old women, feeble, but strengthened by 
their enthusiasm; middle-aged men and 
women whose sons had shared in the 
dangers and in the triunmuphs of the navy; 
Students from the boys’ schools and stu- 
dents from the girls’ schools with flags 
and banners, little children dressed in 
all the colors of the rainbow—all 
there. And JI could imagine that each 
one of them, old enough to think, was 
wondering why a foreigner was intrud- 
ing upon a street which the police had 
cleared for a triumphal procession. If 
some one had angrily caught my ‘rikisha 
men and thrust them through the crowd 
to a side street, I should not have com- 
plained—I would even have felt relieved, 
but no one molested them or me, and I 
reached the park some minutes ahead of 
the admiral. How glad I was to alight, 
and how willingly I rewarded the smiles 
of the 'rikisha men with a bonus—for had 


were | 


they not done their duty as they under- 
stood it? And had they not also given 
me, in spite of my protests, such a view 
of the people of Tokio as I could have 
obtained in no other way? ; 

At the park *t luckily fell in with some 
of the councilmen whom I had met be- 
fore, and they took me in hand. I saw 
the procession arrive, heard the banzais 
(the Japanese cheers) as they rolled along 
the street, keeping pace with TogoS c4ar- 
riage, and I witnessed the earrwst, yet 
always orderly, rejoicing of the crowd 
that had congregated at the end of the 
route. When the procession passed DY 
us into 4%e park the members of the city 
council fell in behind the carriages, and I 
with them. When we reached the stand, 
a seat was tendered me on the front 
row from which the extraordinary cere- 
monies attending the reception could be 
witnessed. 

Mayor Ozarki, the presiding officer, ¢5- 
corted Admiral Togo to a raised plat- 
form ,and there the two took seats on 
little camp stools some 10 feet apart, 
facing. each other, with their sides to the 
audience and to those on the stand. Af- 
ter a moment's delay, the priest clad in 
his official robes, approached with sake 
and a teacup on a tray and, kneeling, 
placed them before the admiral. Tea 
was then brought in a long handled pot 
and poured into the cup. After the dis- 
tinguished guest had partaken of these 
réfreshments the mayor arose and read 
an address of welcome. As he has the 
reputation of being one of the best ora- 
tors of the empire, his part was doubly 
interesting to me. As he confined him- 
self to his manuscript, I could not judge 
of his delivery, but his voice was pleas-~- 
ant and his manner natural. The ad- 
dress recited the exploits of Admiral 
Togo and gave expression to the grati- 
tude of the people. At its conclusion 
the hero admiral arose and modestly ac- 
knowledged the’ compliment paid to him 
and to his offfcers. Admiral] Togo is 
short. even for the Japanese, and has a 
scanty beard. Neither in stature nor in 
countenance does he give evidence ot 
the stern courage and indomitable will 
which have raised him to the pinnacle of 
fame. 


Three Times Three Banzais. 

When he sat down the mayor propos 
ed three times three banzais, and tiey 
were given with a will by the enormous 
crowd that stood itn the open place be- 
fore the stand. While writing this arti- 
cle I am in receipt of information that 
Mayor Ozarki thas secured for me one 
of the little camp stools above referred 
to and has had made for me a dupli- 
cate of the other. They will not only 
be interesting souvenirs of an historic 
occasion, and prized as such, but they 
will be interesting also because they con. 
tPast so sharply with the large and 
richly upholstered chairs used in America 
on similar, occasions, 

From this public meeting the adm‘ras 
and his Officers were conducted *to 2 
nelghbs™ing halk where an elaborate 
luncheon was served. With the coun- 
cilmen I went to this hal] and was pre- 
sented to the admiral and his ass>. 
ciates, one of whom had been a student 
at Annapolis. 

By the courtesy of Hon. Lioyd Bris 
com, the American minister, I had an 
audience with the emperor, these av- 
diences being arranged through the m’‘n- 
ister representing the country from which 
the caller comes. Our minister, to whom 
YT am indebted for much assistance and 
many kindnesses during my stay at the 
capital, accompamied me to the palace 
and instanced me to, as they say tin 
the fraternities, ‘‘in the secret work of 
the order.” Except where the caller 
wears a uniform he is expected to ap- 
pear in evening dress, although the nonr 
fixed is in the daytime. . At the oute> 
door stand men {in livery, one of whom 
conducts the callers through long hal:s, 
beautifully decorated on ceilings and 
walls. to a spacfous reception room 
where a halt {s made unti! the summo.is 
comes from the emperor’s room. The 
emperor stands in the middte of the re- 
ceiving room with an interpreter at his 
side. The caller on reaching the thresh- 
old bows, he then advances half way to 
the emperor, pauses and Bows again; ha 
then proceeds and bows a third time as 
he takes the extended hand of the sov- 
ereign. 

In the Empeor’s Palace. 

The conversation brief and formal, 
consisgjing of answers to the questions 
asked by his majesty.

The use of tea at social gatherings 
fates back at least 600 years, when a 
tea ceremonial was instituted by a 
Buddhist priest to soften the manners 
of the warriors, It partook of a re- 
ligious character at first, but soon be- 
came 2 social form, and different schools 
of tea drinkers vied with each other in 
suggesting rules and methods of proced- 
ure. About 300 years ago Hideyoshi, 
one of the greatest of the military rul- 
ers Of Japan, gave what is described 
as the largest tea party on record, the 
invitations being in the form of an im- 
perial edict. All lovers of tea were 
summoned to assemble at a given date 
in @& pine grove near Kyoto, and wey 
seem to have done so. The tea party 
lasted ten days and the Emperor drank 
at every booth. 


The Ceremony of Tea Drinking. 


According to Chamberdain, tea drink- 
ing had reached the luxurious stage be- 
fore the middle of the fourteenth cen- 
tury. The lords took part in the daily 
gatherings, reclining on tiger skins, 
the walls of the guest chamber being 
richly ornamented. One of the popular 
games of that day was the offering of a 
number of varieties of tea, the guests 
being requireq to guess where each va- 
riety was produced, the best guess win- 
ning @ handsome prize. The tea cere- 
mony answered at least one usefu] pure 
pose—it furnished an innocent way of 
killing time, and the lords of that day 
seem to have hag an abundance of time 
on their hands. The daughters of the 
upper classes were traineq to perform 
the ceremony and displayed much skill 
therein. Even to this day it is regardea 
as one of the accomplishments, and 
young ladies perfect themselves in it 
much as our daughters learn musie and 
singing. At. Kogoshina, Governor Chi- 
kami, one of the most scholarly men 
whom I have met here, had his daugh- 
ter perform for my instruction a part of 
te ceremony, time not permitting more. 
With charming grace she prepared, pour. 
ed and served this Japanese nectar, each 
motion being according to the rules of 
the most approved sect, for there are 
sects among tea drinkers. 

The theater is an ancient Institution 
here, although until recently the actors 
were considered beneath even the mercan- 
tile class. Their social standing has been 
somewhat improved since the advent of 
western ideas. The theater building 45 
very plain, as compared with ours, oF 
even with the better class of home 
here. They are always on the ground 
floor and have a circular, revolving stage 
within the larger stage which makes it 
possible to change the scene instantly. 

The plays are divided into two kinds— 
historical ones, reproducing o'd Japan, 
and modern plays. -.The performasce 
often lasts through the entire day ind 
evening, some of the aydience bringing 
their tea kettles and food. Lunmeés, 
fruit. cigarettes and tea are also on sale 
in the theater. The people sit on the 
floor as they do at their homes and 
public metings. One of the side gistes 
is raised to the level] of the stage and 
the actors use it for entrance and exit

And Now the Appearance of the 
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graves of the confederate prisoners of 
war who died in the federal prisons and 
military hospitals in the northern states. 
It was found that there are 30,162 graves 
of confederate soldiers scattered through- 
out the north. Of this number 9,300 rest 
in nationa; cemeteries, and receive the 
same care and attention as given to the 
graves of the union dead. The other 20,- 
852 graes are mostly situated on leased 
lands, the leases of which have long since 
expired, and the lands reverted to the 
former proprietors. There is danger that 
these more than 20,000 confederate graves 
shall within a few years be wiped out of 
existence, unless the government takes 
measures to reacquire them. With this 
end in view the commander of the 
Charles Broadway Rouee camp of United 
Confederate Veterans, or Washington, D. 
C., Dr. Samuel E, Lewis, in Decem™™, 
1902, requested Senator Foraker, of Ohio, 
to introduce in the Unrted States senate 
a dill for an appropriation of $200,000 to 
purchase the lands, build substantial 
fences around the burial grounds, and 
ere¢é Gurabie head®tones over the graves. 

This bill passed the United states sen- 
ate January 24,1903, without dissent, but 
failed to be brought before the house of 
representatives for action. The bill was 
reintroduced by Senator Foraker in the 
senate in December, 1903, and again 
passed that body without dissent January 
25, 1904, but again failea to be brought 
pefore the house of representatives. [For 
the third time this bill has been reintro- 
duced in the senate by Senator Foraker, 
in the present session, and again was 
passed on the {Oth instant, with slight 
amendments, by that body. 

President Roosevelt, rn his recent mes- 
sage to congress, recommended that the 
government take charge of the confeder- 
ate graves in the northern states, and 
that they be given proper care; and in so 
doing he took occasion to make kindly 
reference to the patriotic address of his 
lamented predecessor, William McKinley,

Then 
they fly away and the eggs, which really 
can hardly be calleg eggs at the time 
they are in the first stage, become dry.

pond. They hatch in q short time, and) 
that accounts for the pull heads in the, 
ponds. 3 

“There is another way the eggs are 
scattered. Many of the wading birds get 
their feet and legs covere@ with the 
substance and they transfer the eggs in 
a like manner. All other fish in this 
state, excepting the catfish and the sun- 
fish. lay their eggs {n water so deep 
that the birds can not disturb them. This 
is true of the channel! catfish. and that 
is the reason the Dull head is the only 
catish found in the ponds” 


“skinning’’ means removing the skin 
from the face, which is accomplished 
by applying a mixture especially com- 
pounded for the purpose. It goes without 
saying this means excruciating torture.. 
But that is a detail. After al] the skin 
has been removed, the head and neck 
of the patient are wrapped up in cottoa 
wool, various emollients having been pre- 
viously applied, and she is kept in a 
darkened room for five days and fed on 
milk and very light food.

If 
only the medical men could find out the 
name of the “beauty” specialist {In qu¢s- 
tion they would put the matter !n the 
hands of the crown, for in England, at 
all events, this process of “skinning” 1s 
a eriminal offense. The countess has re- 
fused emphaticatly to give away the 
“beauty” doctor, and in any case she 
does not wish her own name to trans- 
pire.

250, and she has been. and is making 
a royal income,

The details of this “‘waste of infant 
fife’ are set out in an admirably lucid 
jattic‘'e in the January number of Pear- 
ig9on‘s Magazine. After quoting the fig- 
ures already referred to the editor adds: 
‘It has been pointed out that ff the 
death-rate among calves were only half 
of that which prevails among infants, 
ee British farmer would before very 
long have to give up cattle rearing en-

Expert Views. 


The causes of the holocaust of bables 
are explained by a number of experts. 
Sir William Broadbent writes: 

“The production of infantile scurvy 
and tickets by bad milk and artifictal 
foods, and transmitted parental disease, 
are @countable for a certain number of 
early deaths; hundreds of babies are 
smothered every year by mothers over- 
laying them in bed, especially on Satur- 
day and Sunday nights, which, of course, 
points to drink; underfed and overworked 
mothers give girth to weaklv children. 
The predominant cause. however, fs ihat 
the chifdren are not suckled, 

“Cows’ milk suitable for children is atv. 
solutely out of the reach of the working 
chasses and the poor in large towns.” 

Mr. Herbert Samuel, M. P. ascribes 
the evil to improper feeding and insani- 
tary surroundines. Mr. Theodore Dodd 
points out that drink is a great cause. It 
taints the mother’s+milk, and Is the 
origin of dirty homes and maternal reg- 
lect. 

Artificial feeding is generally condem.- 
ed hy expert opinion. Professor Herbert 
Spencer says: “It is altogether a mis- 
taken idea that a child can be brought 


up as well on artificial food as On tho | 


food provided by nature.” 

Sir James 
“Of the 180,000 infants who die annu- 
ally in this country in the. first year 
of life, three-fourths have been fed ar- 
tificially. In France the mortality of 
suckled children is 8 per cent, and 
that of hand-fed children is 6! per cent. 
The true factor is clearly shown by the 
certified, cause of death, which points 
not so much to any inherent weakness 
in the child as to slow starvation un 
der improper feeding.”’ 

Striking Contrast. 

And Mr. William Hall asserts: “You 
shall take two new-dorn ‘babies, similar 
in appearance—one shall be breast-fed, 
the other fed by hand, and at the end 
of twelve months the former will be 
sound in bony development, the latter 
will be rickety.”’ 

From Sir: Lauder Brunton comes the 
highly significant sta-ement: “Children 
are dying in thousands throughout the 
country not on account of the careless- 
ness of the mothers, but on account of 
their ignorance. One of the things the 
league proposes to do is to instruct 
mothers in what they cught to do and 
to iprevent them killing, through 
norance, the children whose lives 
would give their own to save.” 

Finally, the editor of the magazine 
sums up the causes of the deplorable 
mortality as follows: 

1. Improp>r feeding 
hand-rearing of babies 
breast-feeding. 

2. Ignorance. 

3. Drink. 

4. The underfeeding 
of mothers. 

5. Insanitary homes and surroundings. 

6. The decadence of parental love. 

Education is one obvious method of 
combating the evil. It is no exaggera- 
tion to say that thousands of women 
who possets the fullest maternal affec- 
t'on poison their shildren by feeding 
them improperly entirely through ig- 
norance. 

The feeding of babies might be quite 
properly inciuded in the subjects of 
tre domestic economy classes: of elemen- 
tary schools. It is ‘nfinitely more im- 
portant chat the working class _ girl 
should be taught that cheap biscuits. 
cheese and beer are nect fit food for in- 
fants than that she should acquire ap 
atsurd smattering of French. 


Work for Moralists. 

To persuade women that it igs their 
duty to feeq their own babies and to 
teach the never-ending evils of exces- 
sive drinking are tasks for the teacher 
and the clergymen. The sacrifice of the 
baby is one of the results of the low 
level of national morals. 

It is, of course, obvious that mothers 
should not be allowed to spenu their 
but thar their whole 
time should be devoted to the care of 
their children. But that, in these days 
of the struggie for life, is a counsel of 
perfucntion. The woman in too many 
cases must work.

These Canadians are 
proud their independence and will 
not tolerate any directions from their 
imperial bosses and subbosses except 
upon extracrdinary occasions, if the 
state legislature shoulg pass bills which 
were evidently not the will of the peopie 
the lieutenant governor might veto them 
and be safe. Otherwise he wouid prob- 
ably only act as to bills which he thought 
might directly affect his imperial majesty. 
Iiven in such cases the act migiht be 
wgain passed over his head and he would 
harly dare veto it a second time. 


Governor Forget at Home. 


The lieutenant governor is the best paid 
official in Saskatchewan. His salary is 
$10.000 a year. and he has the govern- 
ment house to live in. This is by all 
odds the finest residence in the Canadian 
northwest territory. It is a big two-story 
mansion about a mile and. a half from 
Regina, situated in the midst of the 
prairie. Its rooms are large and suited 
for entertaining. At one end of it is 4 
conservatory, where the flowers bloom 
when Jack Frost has bitten off all other 
vegetation with his “*40-degrees-below- 
zero teeth."” The governor's house has 
double windows. It is heated by steam. 
and it is always summer there.

Governor Joseph E. Brown Was Noted for His 
Munificent. Donations To Charity and \ rthy 
Enterprises--His Descendants Promine}t 
in Georgia’s Affairs. 


OVERNOR BROWN was a very 
quiet man, seldom’ spoke unless 


G occasion required. _No°-man was 


more systematic. ~He invariably aai 


‘everything. He was‘never known to’ be 
in a hurry. He proceeded .slowly and 
surely. He never allowed but one thing 
to occupy his attention at a time—that 
one thing and only that. ohe thing he-con-: 
sijered until he thoroughly mastered ‘t, 
or when the subject was laid aBide at a 
given point and precisely at that point, 
| when the time or occasion arose to_nake 
lit necessary he resumed it as easily as 
the tai‘or resumes work upon an unfin- 
ished garment, or the carpenter an in- 
complete iob. He was temperate in al! 
his habits,.eschewing stimulants of all 
kinds; indulging in neither -aleoholic 
drinks of any kind, @r tobacro in any 
form. ‘ 

Promptness and punctuality were his 
severest traits. On one occasion he ws 
known to spend two hours and ride 2 
mile out of the way to pay a senjleman 
7 cents. 

The question naturally arises, “In what 
way did Governor Brown help make At- 


lanta?” Owing to the wise administra- 
tion of his private affairs, Governor 
Brown became possessed of much 


wealth, and having such great confidenc? 
in the futurity of -Atlanta, he adopted 
the plan soon after the war of draw'ng 
in his investments from all other sources 
and placing them in the charred and de3- 
olate ruins of the wonderfully progressive 
city of Atlanta. Thus he aided very ma- 
terially {n rehabilitating the town, at the 
same time incorporating. an efficient 
factor in the rapid accumulation of his 
own -fortune.. 

One”of the enterprises in which he em- 
barked, ‘and which proved eminently suc~ 
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strongest financial men of the state were

Taesides Governor Brown (was president 
of the Western and Atlantic Railroad 
Company. Before the organization of this 
company, the management of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad was a great 
source of troub!e to the state—besides 
proving very «expensive. Govern): 
Brown soon developed it into one of the 
best paying institutions in the land. Be- 
sides turning into the treasury of the 
state of Georgia as rental $6,000,000 
within twenty years, this institution was 
a source of great profit to the company. 

At one time up and down this line Gov- 
ernor Brown had three: very valuable 
Cherokee plantations, which proved, like 
the state roac, paying investmengs. 


When qu®e a young man Governor 
Brown happened in company with John 
C. Calhoun, of South Carolina. Mr. Cal- 
houn had just had occasion to pass 
through Atlanta, and being so favorably 
impressed with its adavntageous situa- 
tion, being one of the railroad centers 
of the south, he advised Mr. Brown to 
locate in the city. So when, during the 
war, by special orders from General 
Sherman, Governor Brown’s valuable 
home in Canton was burned, and the 
governor found himself homeless and 
houseless he remembered Mr. Calhoun’s 
advice and settled in Atlanta. 

From that time to his death Governor 
Brown never ceased to work for Atlanta 
in every department. Members of his 
family today point with pride to Atlan- 
ta’s public school system feeling that 
their father was a ‘}"ime benefactor in 
building up her grand public school sys- 
tem. Governor Brown was president of 
the board of education, and gave the 
work his active personal attention for 
nineteen years. 

Perhaps no higher tribute has. ever 
been paid, or can be, to Governor 
Brown's foresight, sagacity and reliabil- 
ity as a business man than the presi- 
dency of Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association, which was bestowed 
upon him in_ 1874, This position he 
held from that period up to the time of 
his death. This association embraced

cupy in after life. This was at least 
twenty-five years in advance of any 
other movement toward establishing 2 
normal school in the state of Georgia. 


Gave Liberally to Charity. 
Besides giving liberally to all objects 
of charity of a priyaie character his 
greater charities have been great and 
varied. The objects of his liberality 
have been widely scattered. It is known 
that within one year his benefactions ex- 
ceeded $100,000. 
The Sixth Baptist church of Atlanta 
was his beneficiary to the amount of 
$800. On various occasions he has been 
known to give the Southern Baptist con- 
vention $500 or less; to assist in paying 


for the organ of the Second Baptist 
church, $500; $1,000 for the Georgia 
Baptist orphans’ home. At one time, 


$1,000 to Mercer, at several other times 
smaller amounts on repeated occasions. 
To thhelp repair the old Second Baptist 
church he gave $13,000 and in a single 
year advanced $800 on the pastor’s sal- 
ary, besides presenting him with $21,000 
for the erection of a parsonage, and for 
building the new church he gave $13,- 
000. ; 

Outside of the immediate work of the 
Second Baptist church, the orphans’ 
home and missions of the church he 
moved in a cirele of large achievements 
and his hand answered his heart when- 
ever the cause of Clirist laid its impor- 
tance before him. Ast one time when the 
fortunes of the Southern Baptist Theo- 
logical seminary were in the balance 
he saved that great institution from 
wreck by a gift ef $53,000. He also 
at one time gave the Richmond Bap- 
tist college $25,000. 

His latest large gift was marked by 
peculiar touching features, exemplifying: 
his charitable spirit and noble encourage. 
ment of education—tenderly illustrating 
the warm paternal instincts of his strong 
nature. The death is his cherished son, 
Charles McDonald Brown, in Yhe very 
beginning of his bright and promising 
young manhood, proved a deep blow to 
his heaft and was the occasion of one 
ef the most munificent and useful bene- 
factions of his public spirit. Desiring 
to perpetuate the memory of this sterling 
young man in an enduring form, he de- 
termined to give ta the State University 
at Athens, $50,000, the portion of his es- 
tate to which this young man would have 
been entitled. This amount is being used 
today in the education of poor deserving 
young men of the state. 

The student of biography may be curi- 
ous to Know by what kind of ladder Jo- 
seph Fomerson Brown, the once plow boy 
who started his education with a yoke of 
steers, became the war governor of Geor- 
gia, and filled such a large space in his- 
tory both before and after the war, as- 
cended, and rose in rank with such extra- 
ordinary rapidity. The answer is, by a 
ladder he built, and ascended it as he 
built it. It was based on the solid foun- 
dation of brain, backbone and heart; 
mind, heroic endurance, irrepressible en- 
ergy and perseverance and honest pur- 
pose. 

Governor Brown's last illness was long 
and’ painfurx. During it all his loving 
wife was ever at his side, anxious and 
Willing both day and night to administer 
to his every want. He died the 30th day 
of November, 1894. His remains were 
removed to the State capitol where for 
twenty-four hours they were viewed by 
many hundreds. Memorial services were 
held in the hall of representatives at the 
capitol, participalted in by many promi- 
nent men from all parts of the state. 
Religious: services were then held over 
the remains at the Second Baptist church, 
of which he had been a fraithful member 
for 40 years. 


Married Miss Grisham. 

But it is difficult for even a great man 
to act wisely without a true and devoféd 
wife to aid him In counsel and share his 
cares and toils. Such was the fortune of 
Governor Brown, from early’ manhood 
throughout a long and useful life. In 
1847 he married Miss Elizabeth Grisham, 
Caughter of a prominent clergyman of 
South Carolina, who was to him a most 
devoted wife, as well as one of the noblest 
and best of women. 

During the four terms that her husband 
filled the chief executive office of the 
state, her grand ggg was shown to 
the public .. TheSe eight. years covered 
a period of discontent preceding the se- 
cession, the outbreak, and al] the trying 
times'of the war. Her great heart went 
out to the men in camps, and especially 
to those left .in sorrow ang destitution at 
home. Her energy was untiring in the 
performance of duty, in carrying on her 
many charties to those less fortunate 
than herself, and in giving that large 
hearted sympathy which makes. the 
whole world akin. 

From the time Governor Brown first 
took the chair of state in 1857, til; his 
duties as chief justice Were.at an end. 
she acted as his private secretary. She 
copied by hand every message and every 
state paper of any importance, every 
opinion delivered from the supreme bench 
and wrote letters innumerable. Notwitit-

DISFRANCHISING THE WHITE MAN—-ENFRANCHISING TAR NEGRO. 


In his address delivered recently before the Child Libor Con- 
ference in Washington, D. C., Samuel Gompers, presideyt of the 
American Federation of Labor, gave utterance to these Spnificant 
and prophetic words: 

“It may not be inappropriate to call attention to the fact 
-| that in the cotton industries of the south, the children employed 
there are the offspring of white women and white men, and that 
the black children go to school and receive an education. And, 
as a result, the very purpose of the educational qualification to 
entitle the citizen to the right of suffrage, will inevitably result 
in the disfranchisement of the future white citizen, and the en- 
franchisement of the colored.” 

President Gompers uttered this impressive warning to the work- 
ing people of the southern states after studying, from the standpoint 
of a disinterested political economist, the educational qualifications in 
several of these states designed to disfranchise the negro without 
interfering with the white man’s right of suffrage. 

The warning should be taken home by every thinking cifizea of 
Georgia at this particular juncture—by every farmer as well as every 
; wage-earner. It is a matter vital to the well-being of the state's fu- 
ture, to ourselves and to our children.

election last week for municipal officers. 
Only fifty-seven negroes had a legal right 
to vote, ald of that number not’a single 
one went to the polls to exercise his 
franchise privilege. ‘rhe history of how 


this state of affairs came about is an, 


interesting one.

When I say I probably would not have 
announced for congress had not Mr. Wat- 
son voluntarily said to me, as I was leav- 
ing his nouse on the morning of August 
2, 1905: “‘Mack, if you get into the race I 
will do all I can for you,” the public will 
understand that -the confidence which 
had always existed had not then been 
chilled by political ‘‘east winds.”’ 

He then knew that I was not an ad- 
mirer of Hon. Hoke Smith; he thén knew 
I' was unpledged to any gubernatorial can- 
didate; he knew that I did not ex- 
pect Mr. Hardwick to go back on his 
public “two-term” pledges, and if he 
should renig therefrom it would. not pre- 
vent me opposing him; he knew I did not 
regard his speeches in Atlanta, Augusta, 
Warrenton and other places other than a 
challenge tO the Democratic party, he 
then knew that I did not believe his 
ehallenge pledged him to support any 
individual who might take Mr. Hard- 
wick’s political nigger baby to his bosom; 
he then knew that my ideas about get- 
ting rid of the evils flowing from the four- 
teenth and fifteenth amendments were 
totally different from Mr. Hardwick's. I 
say he knew my views upon all of these 
‘opics hecause we had discussed them 
freely ard fully the night before he made 
the volurtarv tender of his good. offices. 


Mr. Hardwick’s Broken Pledge. 


Be it rememhmred that Mr. Hardwick 
had not, up to that time, given any inti- 
nation to the publie of an intention to 
violate the “two-term” pledges he made 
uring the Fleming-Hardwick campaign 
of 1902. On the contrary, Mr. Hardwick 
‘ad devoted his vacation to the gratul- 
tous duty of hunting up a ‘bernatorial 
candidate for hig over-confiding but be- 
nighted constituents, At one time a ram- 
‘ling rumor, Which lost itself in the ram- 
‘ing, intimated that the Honorable 
Thomas William had rupbed his hive 
vith peach blossoms, bee fruit, etc., and 
was ready and waiting for the “‘swarm- 
ing.” The fact was subsequently pub- 
icly announced, perhaps by himself. that 
he would not be a candidate for guberna- 
torial honors, bu. woyld assume the man- 
agement of the campaign of Hon. Pope 
Brown. It nOW appears that the honest 
statesman from the county of Pulaski 
wouldn’t swallow Mr Hardwick's nigger 
nill, but preferred his (Brown's) ant!- 
railroad record as a platform, and “down 
with the Wall street.Hamp McWhorter 
influence” as the “hig stick” of his cam- 
paign. 

How could a& “campaign managor,”’ 
whose pockets were plied to the buiging

cal Obstinacy? He just couldn’t do it; he 
had to resign and call for another horse. 
Hon, Jim Gray had said horse tied out In 
The Journal's stock yard, saddled and 
bridled for the emergency, and, to quote 
Mr. Watson, Pope went out in a “gallop” 
and Hoke “galloped” in. 

What was Mr. Watson’s position in the 
days of Hon. Pope Brown's candidacy? 
He ans vers the interrogatory himself in 
his letter published January 15, when he 
Says: ‘“‘Hon. Sidney Tapp came down 
from Atlanta to see me as t&e friend of 
my old school-mate, Hon. Pope Brown, 
and read me a platform of principles 
upon which Mr. Brown proposed to make 
the contest for the governorship. So far 
as it went, that platform suited me ex- 
actly. Making no pledges in the matter, 
[I assured Mr, Tapp that I should feel 
strongly inclined to disregard party lines 
if practicable and give my hearty support 
to Mr. Brown upon that platform. What 
was then the Brown platform is now the 
Hoke Smith platform.” 

What does Mr. Tapp say about that 
Pope Brown platform? Hear him: ‘Mr. 
Brown's platform included the child labor 
bill and did not include the disfranchise- 
ment plank.’ 


“‘Disfranchisement”’ Replace? Child 
Labor Plank. 


He (Mr. Watson) cannot now give me 
his active support because I am opposed 
to Mr. Smith's nigger plank, which was 
never in Pope Brown's platform. I state 
the concrete facts as given by Mr.+Wat- 
son and Mr.. Tapp, without comment. 

Right here it should be remembered 
that the last time Mr. Watson spoke to 
Hon. Hoke Smith was when he (Watson), 
Seab Wright and Hoke Smith addressed 
the legislature of Georgia in behalf of the 
child labor bill. So far as I know Messrs. 
Wright and Watson now favor the child 
labor bill. privately and publicly,while Mr. 
Smith, the. candidate, does not, if Mr. 
Tapp has correctly quoted Mr. Smith’s 
platform. If these are facts the silence of 
Mr. Smith has quite a political. signifi- 


cance. 

In his letter of the 224 tInst., Mr. Wat- 
son says: n the Tenth district, Mr. 
Hardwick jg running on the dgpfranchise- 
ment platform (Hon. Pope Brown did not 
have it in his platform—-McGregor), to 
which I pledged myself in the Atlanta 
speech September 1, 1904. That pledge 
was made after I had consulted with as 
many Populists 48 I could see beforehand. 
Two of the friends who advised with me 
before the public pledge was made were 
John A. Sibley and Charles BE. McGregor. 
They both indorsed my proposed course 
fully. Major McGregor was present in 
Augusta, Thomson and Warrenton, when 
the pledge made in Atlanta was fe- 
peated.”’ 

Here are the facts regarding my part 
in said consultation previotis to the deliv- 
ery of his speech in Atlanta September 1, 
1904. I suggested extreme care and cau- 
tion In handling the negro question, as he 
did not expect to be elected, but. hoped 
to poll as large a vote as possible. He 
(Watson) vas anxious to rid the Populist 
party of the odium of being the “nigger 
party’’ and so was I, and I think he ef- 
fectively dd it. To that extent I have 
always approved his speech. 

Having misplaced said speech, which 
was published in the Atlanta papers of 
September 2. 1904, I must rely upon mem- 
ory for a brief summary of the part un- 
der discussion. He chided. the Democrats 
for their fear of the negro dominating pol- 
itics jn the state, by gome inscrutable 
way, which, for their lives they could not 
explain. That they dare not disfranchise 
him because they knew the mafority of 
the whites were antagonistic to the Dem- 
ocratic party; that they were the nigger 
party and that they needed the negro 
vote to defeat the Populist; that their cry 
of danger from the nigger was the most 
hypocritical that unscrupulous leadership 
could. present; that wherever the white 
man had planted h's foot he was master; 
that no individual or party could do 
against the recuperated South what radi- 
calism, backed by the United States army, 
could not do against the exhausted South; 
that he was sick and tired of being taunt- 
éd with the odium of negro party; he 
taunted them for thelr failure to follow 
the example of other Southern states 
which had adopted disfranchisement 
amendments; they could not say fhe Pop- 
ulists or Republicans had prevented the 
legislature from submitting an act 
amending the constitution in that respect 
to a vote of the peonie, because there 
were no Populists or Republicans in the 
general assembly to prevent; to prove the 
hypocrisy of the democratic party, he pro- 
posed to drive the nail home and clinch 
it, by exclaiming: “In the presence of 
these fair women and brave men I say to 
you that if the Democratic party will pass 
an act submitting a cOnstitutional amend- 
ment disfranchising the negro, as 
done in Alabama, North Carolina, Missis- 
sippi and other Southern states, I pledge 
you my support and the support of those 
whom I represent to aid in making it 
a part of the organic law of the state.” 

That is the gense and meaning of 
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part of his speech which applied to leg- 
islation looking to the disfranchisement of 
the negro as I then understood it, now 
understand it, then indorsed it, and now 
indorse it. 


Watson Challenged Democracy. 

To whom was the challenge di- 
rected and the pledge madeP The 
democratic party. 

By whom was it made? By 
Thomas E. Watson, populist candi- 
date for the presidency of the United 
States. 

Has the democratic party accepted 
it? No. 

Who has accépted the challenge? 
Hon. Hoke Smith, of Atlanta. 

Is Hoke Smith the democratic 
party? No. 

Can Hoke Smith exercise the leg- 
islative function of passing an act 
to amend the constitution and sub- 
mitting the same to the people to be 
ratified or rejected at a general elec- 
tion held under the laws -of the 
stateP No. 


Did not the states which have adopted 
such amendments first pass them through 
the legislature, without discussing 
question in the nominating conventions 
or primaries, thereby preventing office- 
seekers from arousing the evils 
prejudice for selfish ends? Certainly. 

Are Mr. Watson, Mr. Smith and 


doubtedly not. 

Clearly, then, Mr. Watson’s “fol- 
lowers,’”’ past an@ present, who have 
even a limited knowledge of the 
meaning of English words, should 
not be classed as “jumping jacks” 
because they decline to stretch Mr.

grew sweeter as it grew older; proud 
would I have been to have counted 
among my most enthusiastic supporters 
the comrade by whose side I have stood 
in all his campaigns. But fate and am- 
bition repeat history.

All Survivors Carei For. 

All the .survivors who reached shore 
néar the wreck of the Valencia have now 
been cared for.

After a night 
spent on the trail, they started for home 
witir the survivors. Before returning, 
Captain Ferris visited the wreck. He 
reports that the beach 1s literally cov- 
ered ‘with wreckage, and, at the time, 
five podies were on shore being identl- 
Ged. A second party left the Salvor 
vesierday morning. They went as far as 
Paclena, carrying packs of provisions and 
ex ra clothing.

Preliminary to giv- 
ing detafls.as to the intention of each | 
section, the statement is made that the | 
bill.{s .the product of several years’ con- , 
sideration by the committeé. The ob- 
ject o1 “Se bill is simply to amend the’ 
interstate cummerce law which has been | 
in force for twc years. 

No attempt is made io give the | 


ur 


mission power to readjust freight classi- 
fication, a power which Hepbu.- says) 
his committee considers a much greacer | 
power over rates than in the bill. Wnder 
a grant of power to establish a system | 
of freight classification the commission | 
would have authorit?:-to take the initia- 
tive. Little ‘complaint, it is said, has | 
been heard against classification. | 
Private Car Lines Included. 

In attempting to correct the shipping 
evils the bill provides for a broader def- 
inition ‘of the words “railroads” and 
‘“‘transportation,’’-so as to include with- 
in the jurisdiction of the commission 
the regulation of-switches, private cars 
and ,terminal charges, Icing charges 
are required to be included in the pub- 
lished tariff schedules. and thirty days’ 
notice is required to be given obefore 
charges are made in these _ schedules. 
This later requirement is to obviate; 
what Is known as “midnight tariff.” 

In considering a complaint the com- 
mission is given authority to find a con- 
clusion instead of qs at present finding 
“facts and conclusions.”” Facts are to 
be included in the finding. only when 
damages are to be awarded. 

It is section four of, the bill which 
confers power on the commission to es- 
tablish a rate or to declare what will 
be a proper charge in a certain instance. 
The report states in this connection that 
it is just to the commission that none 
of its members think it wise that au- 
thority to take the initiative in rate 
making should be conferred upon it. 

Can Only Act on Complaint. 

Its jurisdiction is confined to cases 
where complaint has been made, when 
it is authorized to declare what. shall 
be a “just and reasonable and fairly 
remunerativé rate or rates, charge or 
charges, to be hereafter observed in such 
case as the maximum to be charged; and 
what regulation or practice in respect to 
such transportation is just and fair and 
reasonable thereafter to be followed, and 
to make an order that the carrier shall 
cease and desist from such viailtion 
to the extent to which the commission 
finds the same to exist, and shall not 
thereafter publish, demand or collect any 
rate or charge for such transportation in. 
excess of the maximum rate, or charge 
so prescribéqd and shall conform to the 
regulation or practice so prescribea.”’ 

The existence of the order is IMmited to 
a period of three years. It is explained 
that the word ‘‘maximum’’ was used in 
order that some flexibility might be given 
the rate, and that the carriers might 
chafge a less sum than Is fixed by the 
commission. The commission is. au- 
thorized to fix the maximum allowanos 
to’ the shipper who furnishes his own

Savannah, Ga.. January 27.—The let- 
ters to and from Captain Carter, writ- 
ten in 1901, and relating to New Jer- 
sey Central works, the building of sew- 
era in Orange and New Yorx, were read 
upon the convention of the federa] court 
this morning; and the resumption of the 
Greene and Gaynor case, the juror who 
Was ill yesterday having recovered suf. 
ficiently to continue. 

At about this time, too, Carter was 
Gesirous of embarking in a cash register 
enterprise, and a letter of his to A. M. 
Newton, 50 Broadway, New York, was 
read. This was alleged to show con- 
nection between Greene and Gaynor, 
Carter and Newton; all had a reiation- 
ship. Particular stress was laid upon 
the fact that the stock certificate book of 
the Empire Construction Company was 
found in the possession of Carter. This 
was the company that secured the 
Orange contract, and Carter’s posses- 
sion of the certificate book was taken 
as indicative of the association of the 
alleged conspirators. 

J. W. O. Sterley was recailed as chief 
clerk under Carter and his successors. 
He gave evidence regarding the adver- 
tisement for an inward contract for 
river and harbor improvement. P. J. 
Dempsey, ohief clerk in the office o¢ 
chief of engineers in Washington, testi- 
fled that he and Mr. Sterley had gone 
over together last night the contracts 
made from the Savannah engineer’s of- 
fice, had checked over the copies of 
their respective offices, and found them 
to correspond, Henry A. Curtis, clerk in 
the office of the war department au- 
ditor, also testified as to the contracts 
engagefl into between the government 
and Greene and Gaynor. 


Writiing Was Greene’s. 

Mr. Sterley was tendereu a letter pear- 
ing the a@ignature of John F. Gaynor. 
This was not identified by the witness. 
He said he did not think the letter or 
the signature the handwriting of John F. 

ymor, but that both the body of the 
letter and the signature were in the 
handwriting of Benjamin D. Greene. The 
handwriting of the two defendants, he 
said, was similar... Objection was made 
by the defense to this evidence, and Dis- 
trict Attorney Erwin explained that he 
desired it to prove that Carter in 189! 
began to require that the contractors, 
Greene and Gaynor, pay for the mat- 
tresses by the square yard, instead of 
the cubic yard, as they had been do- 
ing. This, of sourse, enabled the con- 
tractors to make the mattresses of but 
a few inches in thickness, thus effecting 
a& great saving in expense. This raised 
the cost of the work to the government, 
said Mr. Erwin, over 3-- or 40U per cent. 
And the allegweu conspirators were divid- 
ing the money among themselves. Car- 
ter, at that time, purposely, he said, and 
With intent to defraud, in connection 
with the defendant, began to so change 
the requirements in the contracts ag to 
leave it to the engineer officer as to 
which style of work snould be required, 
Tather than permitting biuderg to base 
thelr proposals upon the cheapest style. 
All these considerations, he asserted, 
_ proved the relevancy of the evidence. 
he desired to introduce. As to the de- 
fense’s contention that the contracts 
were inadmissible, because not properly 
proven, he said they were the department 
records. 

Contention of Defense. 

The defense maintained that the let- 
ters referred to the price of materia: 
used in constructing habor improvements, 
and that the prices that ruled in 1/1884, 
the time the letters were writ®n could 
not have been criteria of those that pre- 
vailed at the time of the alleged con- 
spiracy.

Comment on Bank Statement. 


New York, January 27.—The New York 
Financier says this week- 

“The official statement of the New York 
associated banks last week showed a 
much smaller cash gain than was esti- 
mated upon the basis of the traceable 
movement of money during the week. 
This decrease was, however, partly fore- 
shadowed by such estimates, and there- 
fore it was not disappointing. It seemed 
to be due largely to smaller disburse- 
ments by the treasury than in the pre- 
vious week, and also to losses by the 
banks through shipments of golg to 
Mexico and Argentina. The cash gain, 
as officially reported, was $3,501,100. The 
depositq increased $17,743,300, chiefly as 
the rest of an expansion of $15,517,800 
in loans, and the requtlred reserve against 
general deposits was augmented $4,435,- 
825. deducting from which the gatm in 
cash, es above, left $934.725 as the de- 
crease in surplus reserve to $15,829,850. 
Computeq upon the basis of the deposits 
less those of $8,516,300 public funds, the 
surplus is $17,958,925. It may be noted 
that the statement failed to make a good 
proof. the sum of the increase of loans 
and of cas; being $275,000 greater than 
the gain tn deposits.

Bales Did Not Average Up To 
First Estimates 


Figures Obtained from Various Ship- 
ping Ports and from Inland 
Weighing and Shipping 
Stations Show a Decided 
Decrease.

New Orleans, January 27.—& letter was 
received from the secretary of the Gal- 
veston cotton exchange last evening Cor- 
recting the average weight of cotton 
handled to and via Galveston for the 
four monthg ending December 30, 1905, 
from 535 68-100 pounds per bale to 
522 8-100 pounds per bale, a reduction of 
13 60-199 pounds per bale. 

Investigation of the Norfolk exchange 
figures puts the average weight there at 
495 87-100 instead of 496, a reduction of 
13-100 pounds per bale, and of Savannah 
figures, puts the average there at 
506 40-100 instead of 506. These changes 
reduce the average weight of cotton han- 
dled at ports and overland for the four 
months ending December 30, 1905, 
442-100 pounds per bale for cotton. han- 
died at the ports and overland to the 
end of December, being 515 6-100 pounds, 
against 52! 39-100 pounds per Dale last 
year, a decrease of 6 33-100 pounds. 

The average weights are made up from 
reports of the cotton gxchanges at New 
Orleans, Galveston, St. Louis, Memphis, 
Mobile, Savannah, Charleston, Norfolk 
and by the collector of port at Wilming- 
ton. 


Based on Exports, 

The port figures are based upon export 
weights obtained from vessels as they 
sail. 

The Memphis weights are obtained from 
the compresses which furnish the total 
number of bales compressed and the total 
weight of the same for season up to the 
close of each month. The secretary of 
the Memphis cotton exchange reports 
that the compresses charge for eompress- 


receive from the railroads the actual 
weight of the cotton. These weights are 
furnished by the shipper to the railroad 
when applying for a bill of lading. 

The St. Louls averages are based upon 
data furnished the secretary of the cot- 
ton exchange by factors and dealers. 

The average weight of all cotton ex- 
ported to the close of December this year, 
as made up by the bureau of statistics 
of the department of commerce and labor, 
Washington, D. C., from collectors’ re- 
turns is 518 22-100 pounds per bale. The 
late figures do not include overland cot- 
ton, which is embraced in the statement 
compiled from exchange figures.
